'The PrasbyterUnB are holding their 
General Assembly to New York City 
for the drat Urn a since the re-uniou. 
Tbe old division into Old School and 
New School is now forgotten. No one 
can tell, from any parly division in the 
denomination, whether be is now what 
would have been calked New School or 
Old School. Indeed, the causes which 
split the Church Id 1837 have them- 
selves beeu forgotten and have passed 
quite out of discussion. There were 
two causes; the first and ostensible 
cause being theological, a question as 
to liberty of will, decrees and the ex- 
tent of the Atont incut, and the second 
una vowed cause, the different attitude 
of tbe two parties to the question of 
slavery. No one now Dares to discuss 
either question'. Slavery is buried, and 
its memory cursed by everybody. The 
New School Theology, then abused as 
essentially contradicting the Stand- 
ards, Anti -Calvin let 1c. Armlulan and 
heretical is now not considered worth 
talking shout ; and tbe conflict in the 
Church has passed on to the doctrines 
ot Scripture and tbe Intermediate 
State. It whs settled to 1M71, though 
without saying so, that notwithstand- 
ing the Standards, liberty should be 
given to find In the Word of God either 
view as to whether Christ died for all 
or for tbe elect only.

How to Grate a Lemon. 

The grating of a lemon is a most 
simple operation, and it may seem that 
everbody must know bow to do it, but 
this Is far from being the case. As 
many dishes of curdled custards and 
sauces are caused. by this fact, the 
right way in this case Is very important. 
Tbe object of using grated rind of a 
lemon Is to obtain 'the fragrance and 
flavor, which differs very greatly from 
any extracts, however good. Now tbe 
whole of the oil which contains this 
fragrance is at the surface— la, to fact, 
the yellow portion of the rind; there- 
fore this, and only this, must be re- 
moved with the grater. Tbe white 
part underneath Is bitter and will 
cause milk or cream to curdle, but It 
contains no particle of lemon flavor. 
Yei , when lemon flavor is called lor, 
the lemon is often grated right down 
to. tbe pulp In parts, while the yellow 
rind is left on in patches.— Choice 
Cookery.
